(iii) To suggest measures for simplifying the system of levy and collection 
of octroi without affecting the resources meant for civic bodies; 

(iv) To suggest steps for modernisation of the system of levy and collec¬ 
tion of octroi so as to reduce harassmentjhardship, evasion and 
authority—if octroi were to be continued; 

(v) To examine the possibility of replacement of octroi by any other 
levyjtaxjdutv in order that finance of States|Iocal bodies presently 
levying octroi are not adversly affected (The recommendations of 
the Committee set up by Maharashtra Government to examine this 
issue may also be examined). 
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5. The headquarters of the Committee will be at Mew Delhi. The Committee 
will device its own procedures for its smooth and efficient functioning, as it con- 
dered necessary.

Committee. 

7. The Committee will submit its report by 31st January, 1994.
